er consideration of the importance o 
proper treatment of our Faithful Friend 
(the horse) and big teeth.

Tlie Dangers of Imperialism. 
To hang practically the whole adminis- 


tration of colonial possessions, in whatever 
form, upon the single giant of power "to 
make all needful rules and regulations 
respecting the territory" of the United 
States, is to suspend it by a slender thread. 
To annex Hawaii by joint resolution be- 
cause annexation by treaty could not be 
secured, is not best defended by citing 
the precedent of Texas, or pleading the 
right of Congress to act according to its 
inind. An executive closely dependent 
upon the legislature, and lacking large 
powers of initiative, is ill-fitted to manage 
complicated foreign inteiests, or to main- 
tain the secrecy and reserve frequently in- 
dispensible to diplomatic success ; while 
the want of continuity in immediate 
foreign policy, due to frequent changes of 
diplomatic agents, and an arbitrary change 
of administration once in 
four years, 


puts the United States at a disadvantage 
in dealing with Powers whose diplomacy 
suffers no euch. arbitrary breaks. In the 
absence of a permanent civil service at 
home and abroad, covering all offices not 
strictly political in character, the changing 
aspect of party politics would be a constant 
menace. There would certainly be need 
of clearer definition o£ the taxing-power 
of the citizen status of colonial peoples, 
and of the obligation of the House of Rep- 
resentatives to support the executive 
policy. 


What the advocates of imperialism, who 


consider the constitutional bearings o 
their plea, have in mind is the Cabinet 
system of government ; and it is this 
which, under one pretence or another, we 
are asked to contemplate as a substitution 
for the system we now have. 
It canuo! 


be denied that the English Cabinet system 
has many marked advantages for a nation 
with wide international relations ; and 
suppose few would insist that the adoption 
of such system in the United States woulc 
mean the wreck of the Eepublio. 
It 


lather with the dangers involved in change 
ol any sort that I am here concerned. 
It 


is a perileus thing to alter the structure o 
a government; it is scarcely less perilous 
to bring about deliberately a state of affairs 
:n which the need of such alteration shal 
De generally and seriously discussed. 
For 


ihe suggestion of change, when accompa- 
nied by favoring circumstances, opens up 
to the national vision the evils present in 
;he great convention of 1787, and in nearly 
every similar State convention since—the 
evils, namely, of clashing interests, of an- 
tagonistic theories, of selfishness, corrup- 
tion, and intrigue. Of all the dangers that 
mperialism could bring, I can think oi 
none greater than this, that we should lose 
confidence in the government which has 
worked for us so well, and seek, through 
a new constitution, support for a policy 
which as yet has position without develop- 
ment, and which stands for our ambitions 
rather than for our logical necessities.

Iu the Philadelphia Press of April 15 


1807, was an address delivered by Majo 
George W. Merrick, ot Tioga county 
who was a schoolmate of Colonel W. A 
Stone, the Kepublican candidate fo 
governor, in which he said : 


"I have undertaken to state from th 


stump that Colonel William A. Stone 
now of Allegheny, late of Tiago oouuty 
is the slated candidate for governor 
that bis candidacy was agreed upon b 
the powers that be some two yeara since 
that he had served the machine faith 
fully, during the whole of his politica 
life; that he said to me frequently durin; 
the past eight years that his great amb: 
tion in politics was to be governor, bu 
Lhat he could not be a candidate fo 
ofliue until the 'Old Man' said so, but h 
would be when he did say so; that tw< 
years ago in the senatorial campaign, h 
made the declaration toat hia relation 
to Mr. Quay were such that his politiea 
fortunes would rise or fall with those o 
Mr. Quay. I asserted also that I dn 
not deem him a safe man. for governo 
to stem the tide of corrupt approacl 
upon the state treasury, since in pnvat 
life he had charged the state $10,000 fo. 
collecting $2,400. 


"Mr. Stone Las undertaken to denj 


the last statement. Addressing a meet 
ing at lloyersford, April 13, he said: '1 
has been said that I charged the state 
$10,000 for a case which, returned $2,400 
i never made a charge against the scale. 
By this statement I understand Colone 
Stone to deny tbe allegation that he 
received a fee of $10,000 for collecting 
$2,400. Does he mean to charge me will 
accusing him falsely ? 1 will submit the 
record, and you may judge, gentlemen 
who is guilty of duplicity. 


"In Colonel Stone's speech last week 


in Williamsport he said, alluding to thi 
charge: 'I was pained when my old 
comrade, Mr. Merrick, stated here in 
the city of Williamsport, not for thi 
purpose of helping me but to injure me 
that I had charged the stdte of Pennsyl 
vama $10,000 for collecting $2,400. This 
is an old story and retold in the cam 
paign against me in 1S90, but I never 
lost a vote. I never denied the facts 
and I do not deny them now, but I never 
presented a bill or made any charge 
That is 12 years ago, and is known to 
everybody in Allegheny county, and now 
Major Merrick is reviving that old tale. 


'•Well, gentlemen, tbat is a pretty 


broad admission of the truth of m 
charge against Brother Stone, but Mr 
Stone is mistaken when he charges 
with reviving this old tale. On Dec. 14 
1897, a clergyman of Wellsboro wrote 
him as to the truth of this allegation 
asking for information, saying : 'In ref 
reence to the past record to which you 
refer, I would say that for some years 
there has been a report current here that 
once in a case in which you collected a 
claim for the commonwealth in the 
amount of about $3,000 you charged and 
received a fee of $10,000; the story seems 
to be well supported. 
If it ia true it 


would suggest some cloubt as to the 
propriety of placing you in the high anc 
responsible control in the office you seek 
in the aitairs o£ our commonwealth, 
sball be pleased to receive an answer to 
this question.' 


"In reply to this letter Candidate Stone. 


in a letter dated Washington, Dec. 20, 
1897, 
from which I now read, said : 


'The matter of the fee which you speak 
ot occurred nearly 12 years ago. My fee 
was not fixed by me, but it was flxed at 
the request of the auditor general by 
attorneys in Pittsburg at $10,000, which 
the state paid me. Of. course I am aware 
that my enemies will raise many objec- 
sions to my candidacy, which will appear 
from time to time in the newspapers, 
but it is not my purpose, nor has it been 
by practice, to pay attention to them.' " 


Major Merrick is a prominent attor- 


ney, lie is a Republican and a native 
of the county where Candidate Stone 
was born, and lived many years. lie 
was Stone's schoolmate and his friend in 
later years. 
He was everything that 


would bave included him to be Stone's 
friend. Charges of so grave a character, 
coming from sucb a source, would be a 
serious business, even without Stone's 
admission of their truth, as above 
avowed.

If the public business wer> 
expedited by the constant increase o 
the number of this class of hangers-on 
with the attendant large expenses in 
volved, there would be no complaint 
But it is plain that so large a force .s no 
needed. Many of them do nothing a 
all, practically, to earn the money they 
draw from the treasury. Some of thei 
spend but little more than !.s much tiin 
in Harrisburg as will suffice to sign th 
requisite vouchers and draw their pay 
Those that are at band are so numerou 
that they crowd each other and are in 
each other's way. 
There are certain 


periods of the session at which some o 
the clerks, notably those in the tran 
scribing rooms, are required to work 
hard, and even excessively, but this i 
compensated for by the far more uumer 
ous times, when they have little or noth 
ing to do. Outside of two or three in 
each house, none of them put in as much 
time, or render as much service, as would 
be exacted from them in private or cor 
porate employ for much less remunera 
tion. 


Up to and including 1883 the force wai 


.arge enough in all conscience. It la noi 
easy to dig out of (he records—they ari 
generally in so unsatisfactory a state a: 
to details, and change their form so i're 
quently from year to year—with abso 
lute accuracy, just the information o: 
which one is in search. 


But, in so far as can be gathered from 


ihe reports of the auditor general and th 
;eneral appropriation acts, the senate in 
that year bad 41 officers and employes 
and tbe bouse, which was Democratic 
37. The very next legislative year (1880) 
however, the number in the house was 
ucreased to 58 regulars and 2 extras 
making 60 in all. There was DO need or 
reasonable excuse for the jump. The 7 
clerksof 1883 did as much woik as the 1C 
of 1885, the fi pasters and folders of 188.' 
put up and sent out the documents as 
promptly as the 11 of 1885, and the 1C 
pages of 1883 served the personal needs 
of the members as faithfully and fully as 
the 15 of 1885. But there was a detnand 
for more sinecures to compensate thi 
'workers," who had repaired in 18S.5 thi 
damage the machine had suffered at thi 
bands of the Democrats and Indepen 
dents in 1882, and they had to be pro 
vided. 


There were no apparent increases o: 


ibe force of either body for the ensuing 
10 years, the 41 sufficing in the senate 
and the 58 in the house. But in 1895 
came an enormous jump, the number in 
jhe senate being increased to 47 and thai 
n the house to 88. In fact, excepting 
the "extra employes," which gave rise 
to the indemnity bond scandal, there 
were no more in 1897 than in 1895. It 
was the legislature of the last named 
year that was the primary offender in 
.his regard, notwithstanding the fact 
that it was scarcely noticed by the gen- 
tlemen who were so indignant and out- 
raged by the performance of 1897. And 
n connection with the 1895 employes in 
the senate, there is something singular, 
An act of March 5 of that year author' 
zes tbe chief clerk to appoint an execu- 
tive clerk at $1,500, two additional tran- 
cribing clerks-at $7 per day and two ad- 
ditional janitors at the compensation 
usually allowed that cla^s of employes. 
These appointments were made and the 
auditor general's report shows that the 
salaries stipulated were paid to the ap- 
pointees direct from the state treasury. 
3ut it shows also that 83,700 was paid 
o the chief clerk for the "salaries of ad 
litional officers and employes under tbe 
act of 1895." Who did that $3,700 go 
o 'i Not to the executive clerk and the 
ithers lawfully, though needlessly au- 
horized, for they got their money from 
he treasury on the regular pay rolls. 
Tho, then, got it? Are we not right in 
aying that it is difficult to determine 
rom the records how many officers and 
mployos there are ? 
There is a very loose and entirely un- 
onstitutiODal process resorted to in both 
ouses to provide for extra employes and 
or their compensation. Section 10 of 
Article III of the constitution, which ar- 
icle covers the subject of legislation, 
ays: 
"The-geneial assembly shall provide 
y law the number, duties and compen- 
ation of the officers and employes of 
ach house, and no payment shall'be 
lade from the state treasury or be in 
ny way authorized, to any person, ex- 
ept to' an acting oflicer or employe 
iccted or appointed in pursuance of 
aw." 


Section IB of the same article is to tbe 
ollowing effect: "No money shall be 
aid out of the treasury except upon ap- 
ropriations made by law and on war- 
ant drawn by the proper officers in pur- 
iiance thereof." 
Yet, on the last day of the session of 
he house of 1807, Mr. Keyser offeied 
nd the house passed the following reso- 
ution : 


"Kesolved, That the payment for ex- 
ra labor in the honse of representatives 
or session of 1897, including committee 
nd transcribing clerks, not provided for 
y special items in tbe appropriation act, 


paid by the chief clerk, on vouchers 


pproved by the speaker and attested by 
>e cbief clerk, warrant to be issued by 
5e auditor general to tbe cbief clerk or 
be state treasurer therefor." 
Tbe bouse has no constitutional right 
0 vote money in that way. The state 
reasurer has no right to issue his war- 
ant upon any such authorization. The 
nditor general has no rigbt to pass sucb 


account. 
The question of lawful 


gbt or constitutionality will never, 
owever, amount to a deterrent when 
le machine has a purpose to fulfill, so 
ing as the machine remains dominant 
1 the legislature. 
There is bub one 


ure. Tbe Democrats must capture the 
ody named.

£83 was as well, if not better, served by 
is 37 lawfully authorized clerks and em- 
oyes than was the Republican bouse of 
897 by 69, nearly, if not twice, the num- 
er. The $27.838 paid during the regn- 
ar session of 1883 for tbe service was 
uffioiently extravagant. 
The $74,197 


laid in 1897 for no better service, if as 
ood, was more than half of it thrown 
way. And yet, if Hastings had per- 


mitted it, tbe appropriation would bav 
been $12,500 more, that being, in roun 
figures, the sum of the governor's vetoe 
in this line. The increase in the cost o 
the senate clerks, etc., has been jus 
about as great. The appropriation fo 
1883 was §23,700. The appropriation fo 
1887-88 was $47,710, and was $54,976 be 
fore being trimmed by the vetoes. Am 
if William A. Stone should be electei 
governor and a majority of machine leg 
islators returned, every item vetoed b 
Ilastings will be reinserted in the gener 
al appropriation bill to cover "defl 
ciencies in salaries, etc.," passed and ap 
proved. 


The contingent funds of tbe senate 


and bouse indicate a like degrte of frau 
and extravagance, even if we admit tha 
the money is actually expended as pro 
fe'ssed. In 1883 an appropriation of $4, 
000 for the senate and $6,000 for thi 
house, to be paid out by the chief clerks 
was considered adequate to cover all con 
tingencies. In addition, the librarian 
of the senate, got $1,200 for recess post 


, etc , and the resident clerk of thi 


house got $1,050 for the same purpose 
In 1897 the appropriation for tbe senate 
for contingencies was limited to $8,925 
and for the house to $13,580. In 189 
the limitations were $7,700 for the senate 
and $10,800 for the house. 
Notwith 


standing this, however, the actual ex 
penditures by the chief clerks for con 
tingencies of that year were $8,500 in thi 
senate and $14,741 in the house. In thi 
senate the limitation was exceeded by 
$800 and in the honse by nearly $3,900 
It is not so much the amounts thus ex 
pended that is to be deplored as the im 
pudent and daring disregard of constitu 
tion and statute law that characterized 
,hem, and the evidence it affords that 
under Republican sway, all the depart 
ments of the state government are in 
:onstant collusion to loot the treasury 
and swindle the people.

A Rider Describes the Secret of Being; a Ooo 


Rider---FeurltiS5Kess und Confidence in Pow 
cr Over Animals She Considers the Es 
sentiuls of a Successful Horsewoman—Use, 


A 


PRETTY woman on a mettlesome 
horse ia a pleasing siglu, but unles 
she rides with the same ease ant 


grace of a true horsewoman the beauty 
of the picture ia spoiled. 


The girl on a horse who bounces, who 


clutches nervously the pommel of thi 
saddle and breathes in gasps as the ani 
tnal turns its head to brush off a fly does 
not enjoy herself and is not pleasant to 
look upon. Few city-bred girls can ge 
on a horse during the summer months 
when on their Tacalion, without exciting 
feelings of contempt and ridicule in the 
areast of every country lass who chances 
to see them. 


There lives in Baltimore county, Md. 


a slender blue-eyed country woman who 
has been riding horses ever since she re 
members anything. She began riding 
when she was five years old and her 
father used to put heron the back of a 
;reat animal while he guided the plow 
behind 
She is Mrs. Annie Benson, the 


wife of Jacob Benson, a prosperous farm 
er near Fowblesburg, and it is said in the 
neighborhood that she is the equal of any 
rider in the county, man or woman. 


Mrs. Benson is twenty-eight years old 


and is slim and delicate-looking. She 
does not weigh over 110 pounds, but is a 
born rider. She has broken colts, been 
dcked and bitten by horses, thrown ou 
of buggies and divers other experiences 
of the kind, but nas never been thrown 
from the back of a horse. In speaking 
of the difficulties confronting girls jus 
beginning to ride Mrs. Benson said : 


"The entire secret of being a good 


rider, I think, lies in not being afraid of 
your horse. This is the one great 68 
sential, but there are some other things 
nst as necessary to know. When a gir 
gets on a horse, if she is the least bit 
lightened the horse knows it, and tha 
cnowledge has a demoralizing effect upon 
t, especially it it happens to be a think- 
ng horse. You simply have to keep 
your nerve steady and do your best. 


"A woman has one trouble in riding 


>hat a man avoids and that is the wear 
ng o£ a riding skirt, which prevents any 
Ireedom of action and hampering in 
every way. I used to wear a very long 
skirt, until one day a horse I was riding 
caught its hind loot in the skirt and tore 
t off me. Since then I have ridden with 
a skirt of walking length and find it 
much better. We have one horse on the 
place which declines to allow a skirt to 
:et anywhere near him. The moment a 
woman approaches or attempts to mount 
him he immediately begins to make mis- 
chief. I have ridden this horse though 
by getting on him while he was not look- 
ng and'when he had a set of buggy har- 
ness on instead o£ a saddle. 


"A girl who is learning to ride horse- 


>ack should start with a very quiet horse 
and one that will stand still while she is 
mounting and won't jump off the mo- 
ment she lands on his back. In mount- 
ng you must never put your feet in the 
tirrup first, for if you do the horse might 
by before you were fixed ia your seat 
and would be thrown. 


"The way every woman who knows 


anything about getting on a horse does 
s to pull her steed up to the horse block, 
r if you can't get a horse block, take a 
ence or anything that will give you a 
land, then jump from tbe block into tbe 
addle. Don't think of putting your 
oot into the stirrup until you are seated 
,nd have your limb over the pommel. 
"One of the greatest mistakes of the 
ity girl ia to put her foot clear through 
he stirrup as far as it will go. If she 
appena to be thrown her foot will hang 
n tbe atirrnp and she will be dragged 
ead downward. The thing is just to 
et enough of your toe in the stirrup to 
alance you in tbe saddle. There ia no 
uch a thing as kicking loose when you 
nd yourself in this predicament. 
"The only kind of saddle for a girl to 


use is a three-pommel saddle, which is 
ife in every way. The extra pommel 
ives you something with which to keep 
ouraelf from going up in the air and 
trengthens your confidence. 
After a 


irl has learned to get on a quiet horse, 
o mount and ride him in fairly good 
orni, she ought to graduate to a more 
Mrited animal and learn a little more 
bout sticking on a horse than the otdi- 
ary girl who cornea to country once a 
ear and rides an old plough horse up 
nd down the road. 
"When tbe girl has learned to lope 
er horse at a nice gait and enjoy herself 
itbout bumping and bouncing herself 
ore, I don't see any reason why she 
jould ever be thrown if she will only re- 
.am confidence in herself and her power. 


horse may leap, and run, and jump or 


anything elae with me and I don't mind 
t in tbe least. Tbe only thing that I 
annot stand is when they He down and 
oil. Then I think it is time to get off. 
ome horses have an unpleasant habit of 
earing and plunging, which is a very 
angerous thing for the rider. The only 
lingtodois to slip off as quickly as you 
an and with a jerk of the bridle pull tbe 
IB horse over backward. I bad a horse 
ear with me once like that and I pulled 
im over a stone pile. He was so bruised 
bat be never tried tbe trick again. 


"I do nob think it would belp a girl 
luch to ride astride like a man, in man- 
ging her hone. I have ridden in that 
ay but I felt as if the horse started to 
on I could not stop him at all. The 


other day I caught one of our horses in 
tbe field to go after tbe cows. I had a 
bridle, but no saddle and thouprht I 
would ride astride. I got on, but found 
I could not ride at all and had to change 
to a aide posture. 


"Some yeara ago I nearly had a serious 


accident with one of our horses. I had 
driven him eight miles to visit some 
friends and coming back, about two 
miles from home, he started kicking. 
He kicked and kicked until the buggy 
broke and the lines were the only piece 
of harness left. The buggy was wrecked, 
but I managed to get the horse in a fence 
corner, and after pulling his bind feet 
jut of the wheels I put the buggy robe 
across his back and got on him. The 
horse backed and whirled all the way 
to the stable, and do what I would I 
could not get him to bead around. 


"I am breaking two colts now that 


will make beauties. One was two years 
old on May 20, and the other is a few 
months older. My method of training 
is hard to describe. I simply put the 
bridle and saddle on them and then get 
on myself. When I am once in the 
saddle I know they can't get me out. 
I ride one of them every day, sometimes 
six or seven miles to Hampstead. Of 
course they are so young that I make 
them travel very slowly and never allow 
them to run for fear of weakening their 
backs. It is not customary to break a 
colt before he is three years old, but 
these were such big fellows that 1 
thought that they could stand it. 


"My husband never rides horseback 


and would not get on one of tbe colts 
for anything. 
My daughter, who is 


eleven years old, is afraid to ride a horse, 
although she drives nicely, and I am the 
only one in the family who does any 
riding. I would not give a good saddle 
horse for all the bicycles or buggies in 
the world, and would rather ride than 
do anything else I know. 


"Nobody should ride a horse without 


a whip, although it is far better to coax 
A horse, if you can, than to whip him. 
There are some hard-headed horses, who 
think for themselves, and cannot be 
coaxed. In riding a blooded horse there 
are times when you need a whip to get 
out of a very tight place, when no 
amount of coaxing would do any good. 
I always ride with a martingale and a 
curb bit. The first because it keeps the 
iiorse's bead from being thrown up in 
your face, and the second, because if a 
MI-SB has any gait at all a curb bit will 
make him use it."

Edward D. Ziegler, Esq., Democratic

Imme- 
diately subsequent to his graduation he 
went to York and was employed as a 
teacher of Latin, English Grammar and 
Mathematics in tbe York Countv Aca- 
demy, which was then under ihe priici- 
palsbip of Proies-or Geoige W. Ruby, Ph. 
D. Here be taught for two years and sim- 
ultaneously read law with Henry L. Fish- 
er, E=q., at that time the leading criminal 
las -er of the Yoi k County Bar. 


He was admitted to practice in the 


Courts of York county on November 4th, 
1808, and to the Supreme Comt in 1877, 
and other com is of Pennsylvania later. 
Soon a'ter his admission he met with 
signal success aa a civninal lawyer, a repu- 
tation tbat has been since amply sns.nin- 
ed.

elected. Afier eej ving w th distinction as 
the chief prosecuting officer of the county, 
he, in 188C, offend bimsflf as a caudidate 
for Congress from tlie ]9&h Congiessional 
Distnot and was defeated foe the nomina- 
tion by a very na'jow mnijia. 


Ten years later, in ISUii, he was made 


the nominee of hie party for the same of- 
fice, but at the meeting of the conferees, 
withdrew in favor of Hon. George J. Ban- 
ner, of Adams county. At tne rpcent con- 
vention be was nominated for the same 
olfice by a veiy latge majoiity of the dele- 
gates, and we behve be will be elected by 
a latge majority. 


From boyhood Mr. Ziepler has been a

All doubt as f> the future of the 
egiment seems to be removed by a tele- 
gram which Col. Bn'cbfield received on 
ast Tuesday from Mpjor Thompson, 4th 
U. S. Cav., the Pennsylvania mustering 


fficer. 
He stated that the regiment will 


ie mustered out on the 28th and tbe delay 
s bAsed on tbe knowledge that ten days 
would be required to complete the physi- 
cal examination of the men of the regi- 
ment previous to the muster. 


Theve appears to be but little doubt but 


,hat the Fifth will finally be mustered out 
of the TJniled States service. The tele- 
gram from the mustering officer, Major 
I'nompson, indicates that the war depart- 
ment has no idea of retaining the regiment 
n service.

Session at SI. Matthew's Luthersi 


Church, Hanover. 


The West Pennsylvania Synod of tbe 


General Synod of the Lutheran Church 
convened Wednesday afternoon 
in St. 


Matthew's Lutheran church, Hanover. 


Rev. H. B. Wile, D. D., o! Carlisle, the 


President of the Synod, preached a aermon 
from Coloasiana 1, 28, "That we may 
present every man perfect in Christ Je§ua." 


After the sermon, the aynodical com- 


munion was administered, Rey. Dr. Wile 
being assisted by Reva. A. A. Parr, ol 
Spring Grove, and A. Bell, of York. 


The election of officers on Thursday, for 


the ensuing year resulted as follows: 


President—Rev. Dr. H. B. Wile, of 


Carlisle. 


Secretary—Rev. A. A. Parr, of Spring 


Grove. 


Treasurer—Rev. Albert Bell, of York. 
Rev. Dr. Luther Albert, of Germantown, 


was given the privilege of addressing 
Synod in behalf of the Pastor's Fund 
Society, of which he -was treasurer. Dur- 
ing the past year 72 aged and disabled 
ministers were assisted, of whom 8 reside 
in the territory of this Synod. The con- 
tributions from the churches of this Synod 
to this fund last year amounted to $1700. 


The Presidents report was then read, 


covering the work of the past year. 


The Treasurer read his report of the 


financial transaction of tbe last Synodical 
year. The contributions. for benevolence 
of the churches of the Synod during the 
year amounted to $27,421.27. 


The afternoon session of Thursday was 


devoted entirely to the adoption of the 
new constitution. The paper has been in 
the bands of tbe committee for several 
years. Parts of it have been adopted at 
>he various sessions of the Synod. It is 
quite a lengthy document and consumes 
much time in its revision. One question 
which received warm discussion was the 
relation one Lutheran minister sustained 
;o another ; whether one ever has the right 
,o enter the field of another, either to visit 
ihe sick or perform any service. The idea 
o£ this clause of the constitution is to con- 
ine each minister to his own field. The 
sentiment of this clause of the constitution 
was welcomed by all, but the wording of 
t, so as to make'it severe and yet not too 
severe, was 
difficult. 
The committee 


recommended also that no member of 
Synod should be sent more than twice in 
succession lo the General Svnod afl dele- 
gate. This was voted down by the Synod 
on the ground that it destroyed the liberty 
of this body in voting for whom it desired. 


On Friday morning Dr. McKnight spoke 


of Pennsylvania College. He referred to 
its beautiful and healthy location, of its 
modern improvements and equipments 
all of which places this college on an 
equality with any similarinetitution of the 
State. The object of the Professors ia to 
inspire the boya with noble aims. 
He 


aaked the Synod for most liberal support 
and 
co-operation ; 
also that various 


churches make contributions for the insti- 
tution, aud, above all, that continued 
prayer made in behalf of the school, that 
it may rest beneath divine favor and under 
God accomplish its work. Prof. Campbell 
encouraged all with his report of Irving 
College, an institution for young ladies. 
The en-ollment is above that of preceding 
years, including among its students, mem- 
bers of almost ail denominations. 
The 


college has an enrollment o[ 1"0, of whom 
Prof. Cainpl Til said 95 per cent are Christ- 
ians. Both of these institutions deserve 
tiie support of the Lutheran church. 


On Fridav afternoon the constitution 


was taken up and by the middle of the 
afternoon the sefsion waa completed. 
It 


will RO into effect after the adjournment 
of this Synod. 


On Saturday the election of delegates to 


the General Synod, which will meet in 
York next spring, took place, The man- 
ner of voting waa by ballot, but Dr. D. J.

HOG FEEDING. 


A TAT.K ON THE SUBJECT BY A WRITER 


IS THE "COMMERCIAL GAZETTE," 


As the price of hogs for some years 


has for most of the time kept between 3 
and 4 cents a pound, at which price the 
margin of profit is small, it is a question 
which can be studied with profit, "How 
can we reduce the cost of pork ?" and 
those who have succeeded in doing this 
are the ones who have made hog raising 
profitable in spite of low prices. I have 
experimented along this line for many 
years, says Waldo Brown, in Cmnmercial 
Gazette, and think that I have learned 
some things that will be helpful to some 
of our readers, at least, and so propose 
to tell them in this paper. I believe that 
there are farmers who so thoroughly un- 
derstand the care of stock as to get a 
fourth more gain from a given amount 
of food than many of their neighbors do, 
and there is no valid reason why every 
intelligent farmer should not learn to 
feed so as to get the best results. If I 
was called npon to state in a single sen- 
tence the points to be observed to reduce 
the cost of pork, I would state it thus: 
First, feeding so as to get the pigs to 
market young. Second, feeding so its to 
keep the animal in perfect health, so that 
there will be a steady and regular gain 
from birth to marketing, which should 
be not more than eight months and usu- 
ally u month or two less. Third, feed- 
ing to as large an extent as is consistent 
with good results on cheap, bulky and 
succulent foods, and this is done more 
with a view to maintain the highest de- 
gree of health and vigor than to save in 
the cost of food, although this is not to 
be overlooked. 
Taking up these points 


to amplify them, I will say, first, that 
there is more profit in big pork than in 
that made from older animals, and the 
farmer who keeps a dairy and has a large 
amount of milk to feed can often mar- 
ket his pigs at five months old and will 
not usually want too keep them much 
longer than six months. If the farmer 
has but little milk he ought to make 
slop, using bran and oil meal as the 
basis, and middlings and cornmeal, so as 
to make a palatable food, and a regular 
use of salt will help to make it palatable. 
Slop made this way is the nearest to 
milk of anything I can get and is nearly 
equal to it in feeding value. Two rules 
should be observed in feeding: First, 
never allow any slop to remain in the 
trough, and, second, never allow the 
slop to become sour. The intelligent 
feeder will soon learn how much food to 
give, so that it will be eaten up clean, 
but if by mistake he gives too much, Le 
should clean out the trough and not leave 
it to sour, and at the next feed reduce 
the amount a little, as hogs will not 
thrive when they have stale food before 
them or if habitually overfed. It re- 
quires care in warm weather to keep a 
swill barrel sweet, but it can be done if 
one person attends to it and mixes fresh 
food every day, or twice a week if the 
weather is very hot. I often call at 
farm-houses where the slop barrel is so 
sour that it can be smelled one hundred 
feet away, and hogs can not be thrifty 
and give the best returns if they are fed 
on sour swill, or if they are overfed with 
corn so that it lies before them soiletl 
day after day. Under the head of cheap 
succulent foods I will say first that there 
is nothing that so nearly fills the bill for 
winter food as beets. They will grow 
from 600 bushels to the acre up to more 
than double that amount, and hogs soon 
learn to like them, and they should fur- 
nish more than half the food of the 
brood sows during the winter; in fact, if 
one-third as much corn is fed as usual, 
and they are given what beets they will 
eat, they eanAe wintered at about half 
the cost of corn feeding, and will do 
much better than on corn alone. When 
I harvest my beets this fall, and find out 
what the jield is. I will give sin article 
on the growing and management of the 
crop, with an estimate of the cost per 
bushel. I have experimented some this 
fall with, sorghum as hog feed, and am 
convinced that it has great value; in 
fact, I believe that an acre of sorghum 
will make moie pork than three acres of 
corn, but, like beets, it is best to feed in 
connection with grain. I bought nine 
thrifty hogs the first clay of August on 
purpose to experiment with sorgfcum. It 
took about ten days for them to learn to 
eat it well, but in that time they devel- 
oped a taste for it so that they would eat 
one hundred pounds a day, leaving only 
a few pounds of fine fibre, and on half 
corn feed they gained fifty-seven pounds 
each in forty days, and were gaining 
about two pounds each per day when 
sold. As from twenty to forty tons of 
sorghum can be grown to the acre, it 
will be seen that an acre will feed a large 
herd of hogs for a long time. When 
sorghum is grown to feed hogs, it should 
be planted aa thin as when grown for 
sirup, and then the hogs can be turned 
on it to hog it down, as they %vill pass 
between ttie rows and only break it down 
aa they wish to eat it. A hundred hogs 
will clean up an acre of average corn in 
less than a week, but it would take them 
many weeks to eat an acre of sorghum. 
Considerable experience in feeding pump 
kins leads me to place a much higher 
value on them than most farmers do, 
and there is no doubt that when a hog is 
fed all the pumpkins it will eat it will 
fatten on one-half less corn, and will 
gain more pounds in a given time. An- 
other important fact is that the feeding 
of bulky and succulent food lessens the 
danger of disease, and gives vigor to the 
animal; and tboae who have lost hogs 
by epidemic diseases will appreciate the 
value of this. If the farmer has none of 
the foods named above, he will find that 
a moderate amount of bran and oil meal, 
fed as slop, with one bulk of oil meal to 
about six of bran, will make a fairly good 
substitute for them, and will enable him 
to keep his hogs in vigorous health, and, 
as a consequence, get the greatest bene- 
fit from the food consumed. Iu my 
judgment, the hog possesses more vital- 
ity than any other of our domestic ani- 
mals, and, when we feed our swine on 
scientific principles, we shall have little 
trouble and loss from disease, and shall 
make cheaper pork than when we feed 
corn exclusively.
